most other methods 
perishable vegetables, it 
has several distinct advantages, points 
out the State College of Agriculture 
in a bulletin just issued. 


The process is simple, requires no 


expensive equipment, ^.nd helps in the 
shortage of tin and glass cans, as in 
many cases large crocks may be used 
for storing the salted \egetables. 


The bulletin gives full directions for 


salting all kinds of vegetables. String 
beans, kohl-rabs, parsley, swisa chard 
and like vegetables, for example, trill 
Keep well -when packed in alternate 
layers of dry salt, provided enough 
bnne is added two days after they are 
packed to co\er them completely.
